This action is responsive to the submission filed 3/23/2007, which has been entered. 
Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicants arguments, filed 3/23/2007, with respect to the rejection filed 01-09- 
2007 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-1 1 has 
been withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to anticipate the combination of a pulley for a CVT as set forth in claims 1, 5 and 9, 
and most significantly requires the outer surfaces having a circumferential roughness 
average (Ra,y) measured in a direction (y) and circumferential to the axis between 
approximately 0.15 and 1 micrometer; claim 5 further requires the average roughness 
Ra,x and Ra,y to have a ratio (Ra,x/Ra,y) between approximately 0.5 and 2.5; claim 9, 
requires a circumferential roughness average (Ra,y) measured in the y circumferential 
to the axis between 0:15 and 1.0 micrometer and having a ratio (Ra,x/Ra,y) between 
0.5 and 2.5.
